another yet-to-be-decided 
town secondary school. 

They raised the £3,000 for 
the machines with a 
sponsored bike ride from 
Lands End to John O’Groats. 

His family have pledged to 
buy a heart device for every 
secondary school in the town 
and have already given one to 
Banbury School. 

The 21-year-old died in his 
sleep in July last year from 
undiagnosed Brugada 
syndrome, a rare genetic 
condition that causes the 
heart to beat so fast it affects 
blood circulation. 

James’s mother, Karen, 
said the equipment was vital 
for schools, particularly PE 
sessions. 

She said: “These 
arrhythmias can affect 
people in different ways. 
Some, like James, are 
affected when asleep. 

“Other conditions can 
cause you to have a cardiac 
arrest while you are 
exercising. 

“James was 21, fit, strong, 
and loved his sports. He had 
no indication there was 
anything wrong.” 

The Ruscote Avenue 
resident said: “If you get the 
chance to get to someone 
with a defibrillator, you 
stand a better chance of 
restarting their heart.” 

Stepfather Ian Lynes, 15- 
year-old cousin Joey Wynne, 
and James’s best friend, 

Ryan Wallace, took part in 
the ride in August. 

Mrs Bott said: “You have to 
find a positive out of 
something so tragic. We have 
to raise awareness so people 
realise what symptoms

accompany this condition. If 
we have awareness and 
someone feels they may have 
the symptoms, then there is a 
chance of saving a life.” 

In July, we reported that 
Mrs Bott, his father, Terry, 
and half-brother, Rob Breeze, 
all have the syndrome. 

The latter two have had 
heart surgery to fit an 
implantable cardioverter 
defibrillator. This device 
monitors the heart and 
shocks it if arrhythmia is 
detected. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service will provide training 
for Banbury School staff on 
how to use the defibrilator. 

A sale will be held at 
Hardwick Community Centre 
on October 29 for the 
campaign. The last sale 
raised all the cash for the 
Banbury School 
defibrilltator.

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In cash-saving bid, museum to be handed over to volunteers 


PLANS to hand over management of 
Banbury Museum to volunteers have been 
backed by councillors. 

Cherwell District Council said the move to 
transfer it from the authority would save 
£67,548 as trust status gives an 80 per cent cut 
in business rates. 

It pledged to continue to provide cash for 
the Castle Quay Shopping Centre but could 
not give assurances whether this would con¬ 
tinue to decrease. 


Total cash for the museum was cut from 
£640,305 in 2008/09 to £561,370 in 2010/11 in 
moves that saw staff axed and Sunday closing 
introduced. 

James Macnamara, the council’s environ¬ 
ment chief, said: “The council is committed to 
it but what I can’t do is promise some future 
form of money.” 

Yet he said the trust would, unlike the 
council, be able to attract outside grants. 

It will also run visitor information services 


at the front of the museum, its cafe and 
Tooley’s Boatyard to the rear. 

He said he was confident that volunteers 
could be found to run the museum. 

Mr Macnamara said: “Things tend to be 
better run by people who are focussed on 
achieving excellence in one sphere.” 

The council’s executive agreed on Monday 
to support the creation of the Banbury 
Museum Trust and appoint a shadow trust 
board. 


It would lease the museum to the trust for 
30 years and hopes the changeover will hap¬ 
pen in April 2013. The council will contribute 
£15,000 for the project. 

The move will need agreement from 
Oxfordshire County Council and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, which gave £2.2m for the muse¬ 
um to open in 2002. 

Banbury Historical Society, which has a 
close relationship with the museum, was 
unavailable for comment. 


Clamour over water 


Rap for ‘selfish’ as waterless 
residents rush for free bottles

THAMES Water has hit out at “self¬ 
ish” residents who took large quan¬ 
tities of free bottled water when 
4,000 homes in Banbury lost their 
mains supply. 

The firm delivered the water to 
the roadside in the Bretch Hill area 
after supplies went off on Sunday 
afternoon, returning by 6pm on 
Monday. 

Police oversaw the distribution of 
the six-packs of water but Thames 
Water spokesman Simon Evans said 
some people took too much. 

He said: “We were disappointed 
by a minority of people who 
behaved selfishly and took more 
water than they needed, which left 
others without. 

“If one person takes ten times as 
much water as they need, it is the 
elderly and vulnerable who most 
suffer.” 

Some “behaved aggressively to 


our staff who were trying to help 
them” but Mr Evans could not con¬ 
firm reports of an assault on 
Sunday. 

Thames Valley Police said it had 
received no complaint about an 
assault. 

Mr Evans, who apologised for the 
loss of supplies, said: “We would 
have appreciated some community 
spirit.” 

Pipes dried up after two pumps at 
the Angelinos pumping station at 
Bretch Hill reservoir failed on 
Saturday evening. One was fixed by 
Sunday morning. 

Mascord Road resident Darren 
Hawkins, 44, waiting for water in 
Prescott Avenue on Monday morn¬ 
ing, hit out. 


He said: “It is beyond a joke. 
There is no information. Nobody is 
telling us anything. 

“I have had to do water runs for 
elderly neighbours. Kids have been 
coming down the street nicking 
water and throwing it over them¬ 
selves.” 

Partner Sofia Haynes, 19, said: 
“In this day and age we should not 
be dealing with stuff like this.” 

Beaumaris Close resident Debbie 
French, 49, said: “We are thirsty. We 
stink. 

“I have seen people from the 
other side of Grimsbury with a van, 
filling it with water.” 

Sanctuary Housing Group com¬ 
munity support worker Maggie 
Wright later said: “Thames Water

staff have been really good but 
there have been people who have 
taken advantage of the situation. 

“Some have been filling up their 
cars, taking excessive water when 
they don’t need it.” 

She said: “I have run out of sup¬ 


plies now and there are still tenants 
going without.” 

Pat Dean, 68, carried water to eld¬ 
erly and vulnerable neighbours in 
Penrhyn Close, off Bretch Hill, 
including neighbour George 
McIntyre, 78.

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South Koreans visit to see how farmers sell their produce

TRADITIONAL farmers’ 
markets in Oxfordshire 
could be replicated thou¬ 
sands miles away in South 
Korea. 

A group of South Koreans 
visited the county to look at 
farms and taste their pro¬ 
duce. 

They were so impressed 
with what they saw, they are 
taking the idea back home 
with them. 

The team from the 
Institute of the 21st Century 
Corea Research was on a fly¬ 
ing three-day visit to 
England to look at local food 
systems.

They were invited to learn 
more about Deddington 
Farmers’ Market, which has 
just celebrated its tenth 
anniversary. 

Three South Koreans vis¬ 
ited Home Farm, Clifton, 
run by George Fenemore; 
Iron Down Farm, 
Deddington, run by Tony 
Collier, and Mark Stay, of 
North Aston Organics, 
North Aston, to meet the 
entrepreneurial farmers 
who made successful busi¬ 
nesses by selling their pro¬ 


duce direct to residents at 
local markets and shops. 

The markets essentially 
cut out the middleman and 
farmers sell direct to resi¬ 
dents, meaning they can also 
keep profits usually made by 
shops and supermarkets. 

Organiser Geoff Todd, 
who set up the market a 
decade ago, said: “They have 
been impressed by what they 
have seen locally. 

“In fact they were so 
impressed they asked if we 
would be prepared to receive 
a delegation of South 
Korean farmers, and of 
course our answer was yes. 


“They liked what they 
have seen in the UK - the 
link between the farmers 
and their customers through 
the farmers’ markets. 

“And it’s not just the mar¬ 
ket stalls, but the vegetable 
box scheme, and people 
come to the market and 
arrange for regular deliver¬ 
ies or to put in their shop. 

“They were extremely 
impressed by what they saw 
and hope they can emulate it 
back home.” 

The visitors will present 
their findings to a confer¬ 
ence in South Korean capital 
Seoul in November. 


One of the farms they vis¬ 
ited was North Aston 
Organics, in North Aston, 
run by Mark Stay, who 
grows organic vegetables 
that are sold at Deddington 
market. 

He also runs a weekly 
home-delivery vegetable box 
scheme. 

He said: “They are suffer¬ 
ing industrialisation of agri¬ 
culture and food production 
in South Korea and are look¬ 
ing for answers. 

“We have similar issues 
here and, being smaller pro¬ 
ducers, we are up against the 
big supermarkets.”

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New figures reveal how often Thames Valley officers use Taser 


Police stun gun use 
is on the increase 



The Taser, named by its inventor, Jack 
Cover, as Thomas A Swift’s Electric Rifle 


TASER use by Oxfordshire police 
officers has risen sharply, figures 
released under the Freedom of 
Information Act show. 

Deployments, where an officer 
attended with a taser, rose from 
88 in 2008/09 to 116 and 141 the 
following years. 

And the number of times the 
weapons - which fire a 50,000- 
volt charge into the body of an 
offender and causes temporari¬ 
ly causes loss of some voluntary 
muscle functions - rose from one to 
three and seven. 

Most deployments - 88 last year - 
were in Oxford, followed by 24 in 
Cherwell, 18 in South Oxfordshire 
and 11 in West Oxfordshire. 

Tasers were discharged three 
times in Oxford, three in West 
Oxfordshire and once in South 
Oxfordshire last year. 

Thames Valley Police - among 
the first to trial the weapons in 2003 
- said incidents went up “as highly 
skilled authorised firearms officers 
are trained in taser use”.

The force said: “There have been 
no reports of fatalities that can be 
directly attributed to taser.” 

Their use has been questioned by 
Amnesty International, which said 
tasers should be fired in “extremely 
limited circumstances” where there 
is a risk of death or serious injury. 

The figures show all who had a 
taser used on them were either 
arrested or detained for mental 
health assessment. 

In three incidents, tasers were 
used against a person with an offen¬ 
sive weapon, three were for mental 
health issues and two were at peo¬ 
ple who were self-harming or suici¬ 
dal. 

One was for a domestic incident 
and the other for a “person known 
for violence”. 

A dog was also tasered in Oxford 
and the owner arrested. 

Only authorised firearm officers 


carry tasers. Five armed-response 
vehicles cover the Thames Valley 
area around the clock and each has 
at least two officers with tasers. 

A police spokesman said: “Taser 
is a tactical option that firearms 
officers are given. It provides an 
alternative for dealing with people 
who may be armed or otherwise so 
dangerous that some sort of force 
needs to be used.” 

Labour Oxford East MP Andrew 
Smith said: “Given the number of 
nasty people there are out there 
who are determined on inflicting 
violence on other people, I’m not 
surprised at the number. 

“I think it is right the police have 
the means of immobilising people 
who are a real danger.” 

Graham Smith, chairman of 
Thames Valley’s Police Federation, 
said: “Compared to America, where 
they taser you for looking at an offi¬ 
cer wrongly, the figures are really 
low. When people see a taser, they 
shy away from doing what they 
were going to do.” 


News in 
brief 

NORTH Oxfordshire 
Academy has made “good 
progress” because of its 
emphasis on improving 
student achievement and 
higher quality teaching, an 
Ofsted inspector has said. 
The county’s first academy 
was set up in 2007 to 
replace Drayton School. It is 
rated “satisfactory” by 
Government inspectors and 
while results are improving, 
they remain below the 
national average. Inspector 
Christopher Nye said lessons 
had got better, behaviour 
was good, and there were 
good prospects for sustained 
improvement at the 840- 
pupil school.

Ambulance service tries to counter 


Shocking 

999-staff 


rising number of assaults 

tales of 
attacks

DRINK and drugs are responsible for an 
increase in attacks on ambulance staff, a 
victim has warned. 

In 2009, 60 front-line staff from the 
South Central Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust were assaulted during the course 
of their work. 

Last year that figure rose to 73, with 
nine attacks in Oxfordshire. 

Ambulance technician Erica Cowley 
was randomly attacked by a man in May 
when a man grabbed at her through the 
open ambulance window and tried to 
punch her in the face. 

She said: “Luckily my colleague was 
able to drive the ambulance away. It was 
only later we found out he was drunk.” 

Ms Cowley said her attack was not 
typical of those her colleagues are faced 
with, but drink nearly always played a 
part. 

She said: “Drink and drugs are usual¬ 
ly involved. 

“It’s unfortunate, but people are 
beginning to see it as all part of the job. 
But it shouldn’t be. 

“All of us have joined the ambulance 


service because we want to help people. 

“All we want to do is do our job and 
not have to deal with violence.” 

All of the service’s new double- 
crewed ambulances are fitted with four 
cameras. 

In addition, the new ambulances have 
“panic strips” which, when pressed, 
lock the previous 30 seconds recording, 
record the incident and then continue 
recording for two minutes after the inci¬ 
dent. 


Ambulance director Mark Ainsworth 
said: “Our staff are in the community to 
help and assist those in need and should 
not become the target of verbal and 
physical abuse. 

“We are doing all we can to protect 
staff by intervening on calls where staff 
may be at risk and are also providing 
training for staff to recognise volatile 
situations. 

“We will pursue those who assault our 
staff through the courts.”

Prisons 
to get 
crime 
hotline 

PRISONERS can now report 
information about crime from 
inside jail anonymously with a 
new secure phone line. 

Crimestoppers, the charity 
behind the scheme, hopes that 
it will bring in more 
information about serious 
crime to light. 

The new system allows 
prisoners to dial a special PIN 
number from jail, which will 
prevent their call to 
Crimestoppers being 
monitored by the police 
authorities. 

Anthony Woolf, a Thames 
Valley Crimestoppers 
volunteer, said: “The new PIN 
system will help to tackle 
issues occurring inside 
prisons, which include the 
trafficking of drugs and 
mobile phones being used as 
currency to pay for anything 
from drugs to witness 
intimidation. 

“The project is intended to 
allow complete anonymity for 
the caller. 

“The seven prisons located 
within Thames Valley are all 
very supportive of the scheme 
and they will be distributing 
an information leaflet to every 
prisoner over the coming 
weeks to inform them about 
the service.”

STREET wardens on a Banbury 
estate were inspired by a 
colleague’s battle with breast 
cancer to hold a fundraising 
coffee morning. 

The three-person team based 
in Bretch Hill served up cakes 
and drinks and held a table-top 
sale in honour of Mags Harris. 

The 60-year-old Grimsbury 
resident - a warden for seven- 
and-a-half years - underwent a 
mastectomy in April, a month 
after being diagnosed with the 
disease. 

She joined her colleagues and 
friends from the estate as part of 
Macmillan Cancer Support’s 
World’s Biggest Coffee Morning 
event. 

And Ms Harris dyed her hair 
pink - the colour associated with 
breast cancer campaigns - to 
raise a further £350 in 
sponsorship. 

Ms Harris said: “My 
colleagues have been wonderful. 
They have been really 
supportive.” 

Macmillan provided vital 
telephone advice and 
publications about coping with 
the disease, she said. 

The mum-of-two said: “It is 
traumatic going through the 
operations. Then you have time 
to think ‘Gosh, I have had 
cancer’. 

“It is coming to terms with it, 
trying to move on and find 
positives. Macmillan offered me 
a lot of reassurance.” 

She was treated at the Jane 
Ashley Women’s Centre at 


Oxford’s Churchill Hospital and 
will take medication for the next 
five years. The disease is now in 
remission. 

The street wardens are 
employed by Cherwell District 
Council as the “eyes and ears” 
of the community. 

Colleague James English, 26, 
said: “We are a close knit team 
and work very hard together. 

“I was gutted when I found out 
about Mags’s cancer. I have 
never had anyone close to me 
suffer, so it was a bit of a shock. 


We all rallied round her. 

“Macmillan is so much more 
than just nursing.” 

Street warden Joanne Hayes, 
who started the job at the same 
time as Ms Harris, said: “When it 
is somebody close to you, it 
makes it all the more real. 

“We have supported her all the 
way through.” 

Other coffee morning events 
in the town included Barclays 
bank, the Marks & Spencer cafe, 
the Whately Hall Hotel and the 
Horton General Hospital.

FOR THE BODY 
YOU DESERVE 

In previous columns I explained 
that you would need to perform 
many hours of jogging, cycling, 
swimming, walking or other forms 
of cardio activity each week to 
lose weight. I know how surprised 
many people are when told that to 
lose even one pound of weight by 
jogging, they would need to jog for four to five hours! Other 
forms of cardio would take even longer! 

That is not to say that other forms of exercise won’t help you 
to lose weight and this month I want to explain why Isometric 
exercise will not only help you to slim down but can ensure 
that you lose inches in all the right places. When combined 
with more conventional Resistance training the effect can 
be incredible. 

After the birth of my second child I carried on gaining 
weight instead of losing it. Nothing helped until I began a 
regime of muscle toning exercises. A mixture of resistance 
training and Isometrics. By combining just twenty minutes 
of exercise with a healthy diet, I managed to lose over four 
stones in weight very easily and regain the figure I had as a 
competitive swimmer! I have kept that figure for the best part 
of twenty five years and using the same methods, I have 
been able to help more than 100,000 women of all ages to 
slim down and shape up in my Gyms. 

As I explained previously, I call my programme Resisted 
Tension which integrates resistance training with Isometrics. 
Isometrics involves contracting and squeezing muscles in 


turn for seven seconds before relaxing and repeating this up 
to twelve times with a short rest between each repetition. 
Our muscles burn most of the calories that we spend so 
anything that would make our muscles burn more calories 
twenty four seven would be highly beneficial to a slimmer. 
Our muscles are made up of a large number of fibres and 
these are either ’switched on’ or ‘switched off’ at any one 
time. Some fibres are switched on permanently even while 
we are asleep. Others are only switched on when we need 
to use that muscle to perform a task. Isometric muscle 
squeezing exercise will (if performed regularly) gradually 
‘switch on’ more fibres permanently. The muscle is now 
stronger and more toned. You look better and you are 
burning more calories. A competitive body builder with lots 
more muscle than any one else, can burn up more than 
seven thousand calories every day without performing any 
cardio activity at all and their body fat can be as low as 4% 
of their total weight. That compares very favourably with 
most slimmers who often have a body fat percentage in 
excess of 30%. 

So there it is. Isometric and resistance exercise will tighten, 
tone and strengthen your muscles in all the right places, 
helping you to lose inches and look lean and mean! 

This month’s Isometric exercise is for that annoying problem 
that so many women complain of at the back of the upper 
arms. Some people unkindly refer to them as ‘bingo wings’. 
If you have this problem you will know what I mean. Even if 
your arms are not heading south it is still worth doing this 
exercise to keep your arms in great shape. 

TRICEP DIPS 

Stand with your back to the seat of a solid chair (one that 
won’t tip over) and touch your thumbs together behind your 


Back. Now bend your knees to allow you to place both 
thumbs on the edge of the seat keeping your arms straight. 
Now slowly lower your bottom towards the floor by 
bending your arms at the elbow keeping both feet firmly in 
place. Once your thighs are horizontal, stop and hold the 
position for seven seconds. Then straighten your arms to 
return to the start position, pause for a few seconds and 
repeat twelve times. You will soon feel this exercise at the 
back of your upper arms (the Triceps muscles) and not 
only will this tighten and tone your upper arms but it will 
strengthen them too. 

Perform Tricep Dips each day along with the Tummy 
Tucks and Gluteal Squeeze exercises which I gave you 
in previous weeks and you are well on the way to a better 
figure. We will be adding other Isometric exercises as 
we go along but these three alone will make a significant 
difference. 

DIET TIP 

If you have been cutting down your portion sizes and 
cutting out Bread you will probably have already seen a 
weight loss without feeling as if you are dieting. This week 
I want you to continue with the first two tips and increase 
your intake of water. It has been shown that feelings of 
hunger are often caused by dehydration (not hunger) so 
this week let’s find out shall we? I want you to drink a 
minimum of eight glasses of water each day. Pop some 
ice in the glass and a slice of lemon and convince yourself 
that you are drinking a refreshing vodka and tonic (or your 
favourite tipple)!

A potent blend of comedy, 
tragedy and utterly believable 
characters puts most recent 
animated features to shame and 
the pivotal stampede sequence is 
even more thrilling in 3D, dust 
seemingly clouding our vision as 
one king falls and another flees 
from his destiny. 

Elderly lion Scar (voiced with 
villainous glee by Jeremy Irons) 
plots to usurp his brother, the 
majestic King Mufasa (James Earl 
Jones), and seize control of the 
grasslands in a fragile alliance 
with the hyenas.

VILLAGERS in Hook 
Norton recently opened 
their doors to the public to 
show off the energy-saving 
devices they have fitted to 
their homes. 

The Green Homes Open 
Day saw seven homes in the 
village welcoming in more 
than 40 visitors. 

Two years ago, the 
company Hook Norton Low 
Carbon was established 
after receiving a £400,000 
grant from the Government 
and now gives out small 
loans to residents who want 
to adapt their homes. 

About £200,000 was used 


to install solar panels on 
the roofs of the village 
primary school and the 
Baptist church to generate 
electricity. 

Optician Jem Hayward, 
52, who lives at Hare 
Cottage, Netting Street, 
with wife, Catherine, 49, 
and his stepdaughter, Alice, 
13, was one of the residents 
who showed off the green 
changes he had made. 

A barn conversion at the 
back of his house, to create 
an extra two rooms, 
features a hemp-based 
insulation system provided 
by an Abingdon company. 


There is also an energy- 
efficient heating system, 
solar panels which heat 
water, and extra insulation 
in the roof to ensure the 
building is cheap to heat. 

Mr Hayward said: “People 
seemed interested in the 
changes people in the 
village have made and I 
hope it will encourage them 
to do the same. 

“People often have good 
intentions regarding this 
but then struggle to find the 
right builders, engineers 
and suppliers.”
